It provides 
that when the governor of n State 
shall properly oertify |the affidavit 
or indictment upon which a fugi- 
tive ie charged and demand his ar- 
rest and surrender, tiie governor 
upon whom the demand is made 
must take the instrument as oon 
elusive and give up the oriminai. 
Thq htU is mandatory and under 
ite provisions Gov, Durbin would 
have to give up both Taylor and 
Fit) ley. 



A bold attempt was made to res- 
cue Berry Howard before the trnin 
left Pineville Saturday night, |but 
it was defeated by the courage of 
sheriff' Broughton, Conductor 
Doody and Engineer Langan, and 
Hownrd was safoly delivered at 
Frankfort. Howard says he evad- 
ed arrest because he could not be 
assured of bond. It was reported 
in Frankfort that Howard might 
be a witness, either for the Com- 
monwealth or defense, in the ap- 
proaching trial of Jiui Howard. 

Frankfort, Ky., Dec. 7. — There 
is still much talk here over the in- 
oident whioh developed when 
county judge Dan Moore was ask- 
ed to dine with Jailer Lawrence 
at his residence adjQiningthe jail. 
When he arrived there were seat- 
ed at the dinner table Jim How- 
ard and wife, Caleb Powers and a 
woman friend of Powers. The 
judge was surprised to see such 
liberties allowed Howard and Pow 
era but considered the matter be- 
yond his jurisdiction. An effort 
was made to keep the matter quiet 
but it became publio and the jailor 
is seriously condemned for his ao- 
tion. It will probably result in 
an order to the jailer for stricter 
confinement for the prisoners and 
a rule forbidding all visitors to 
them, except their relatives and 
attorneys.

The agreement with the Hawaiian 
islands provided for the admission to 
the Unified States, free of duty, of 
sugar and molasses, and other tropical 
products of those islands, and gave 
free markets to American breadstuff*, 
provisions nnd general merchandise. 

The treaties made w ith Brazil; Spain, 
for Cuba and l’orto llico; United King- 
dom. for the British West Indies and 
British Guiana; Dominican Republic, 
Salvador, Nicaragua and Guatemala, in 
Central America; and Germany, France 
and Austria-Hungary, agreed to admit 
to the United States, free of duty, 
sugar, molasses, coffee and hides from 
the countries mentioned, and in ex- 
change for that privilege those coun- 
tries agreed to the following conces- 
sions on goods from the United States; 
Brazil, the free admission of wheat.

It is the granting by two countries of 
equal privileges of commercial inter- 
course in certain specified particulars 
to the people of the countries con- 
cerned. 

The first treaty of the kind was made 
with Canada, in 1855, continuing iu 
force until 18flt3. Since the date of the 
signing of this first reciprocity treaty, 
trade agreements have existed with the 
Hawaiian islands, Brazil, San Domingo, 
British West ludies, Salvador, Nic- 
aragua, Honduras, Guatemala. Culm 
and Porto llico, Germany, Aust ria- 
llungary. Switzerland, France. Portu- 
gal and Italy. The treaties with the 
last three named countries and a sec- 
ond agreement with Germany are still 
In force. Treaties with the following 
countries, signed in 1800, are still pend- 
ing, having yet to be ratified by con- 
gress: British West Indies. Argentina, 
France, Dominican Republic, Nica- 
ragua and Ecuador. The following 
tabic shows the full list of reciprocity 
agreements and treaties which the 
United States has made and put into 
operation since 1830:

Similar agree- 
ments w ere also made in the same year 
(1000) with Germany, Portugal and 
Italy. All of the recent agreements 
with France. Germany, Portugal and 
Italy are now in existence. 

Mr. John A. lvasson, of Iowa, special 
commissioner of the United StHtes to 
negotiate reciprocity treaties with 
othOr countries, nnd through whose ef- 
forts nil the pending treaties were 
framed, resigned his commission when 
congress failed to ratify the treaties 
negotiated, but at the earnest solicita- 
tion of President McKinley, he finally 
consented to retain his commission, 
but refused to accept the salary of his 
position while the treaties remained 
unratified.

PLANTS IN HIS HAIR. 

Novel I’rovlslon of Nature 1 hot 
Serve* to Protect the 
l.nsy Moth. 

It is a very curious fact that cer- 
tain plants grow and thrive on the hair 
I of sloths. Apart from Its extremely 
coarse and brittle nature, llie most 
striking peculiarity of the outer hair 
of the sloths is its more or less decided- 
ly green tinge. Now, green is a very 
rare color among mammals, and there 
ought, therefore, to b? some special 
reason for its development in tin 
sloths. And, ns a matter of fact, the 
means by which this coloration is pro- 
duced is one of the most marvelous 
phenomena in the whole animal king- 
dom, so marvelous, indeed, that ii is at 
1 first almost Impossible to believe that 
it is true, says Knowledge. 

The object of this peculiar type of col- 
oration is. of course, to assimilate the 
animal to it- leafy surroundings, nnd 
thus to re ml i r it as inconspicuous as 
possible; and when hanging in Its usual 
position from the under side of a 
bough its long, coarse a ml green- 1 inged 
hair i* stated to rentier the sloth al- 
most indistinguishable from llie 
bunches of gray-green lichens among 
vv hicll it dwells. 

In the outer sheath of the hairs of 
the Ai there are a number of trans- 
verse crack.-, and in these cracks grow 
a primitive type of plant, namely, a 
one-celled alga. 

In tlie most tropical forests forming 
the home of the sloth* the algae in the 
I cracks of their hairs grow readily, and 
| thus communicate to the entire coat 
that general green tint which, as al- 
ready said, is reported to render them 
nltnost indistinguishable from theelus- 
1 ters of lichen among which they hang 
: suspended.
